Ohioan Recalls Abe Lincoln's Honest-To-Goodness Double 


DAMASCUS, Feb. 12 - iff - 
“ Did you know Abraham Lincoln 
—whose birthday we celebrate 
today and my father were hon 
est-to-goodness doubles?" 
John Pelly, 85-year old resident 
of this Mahoning County village, 
was talking. Historians missed 
the story completely, he says. 


Fven Lincoln himself was tak­ 
en aback by the likeness between 
himself and the Rev. James Pel­ 
ly of Brook County, Va. 
"Father had quite an experi­ 
ence with the man who freed the 
slaves,” said Pelly. Ile pointed 
to a full length picture of Lincoln 
hanging on the wall of his living 
room. 


"Truth is, the story involves 
that picture. Father was a cir­ 
cuit rider in Brook County. Be­ 
ing a preacher, people were al­ 
ways asking his counsel on lots 
of things, even some legal mat­ 
ters. 
“ One time, a 
Mr. 
Atkinson 
came to Father and asked him a 


question about some land Atkin­ 
son owned in Illinois. Father lis­ 
tened to his story and told him 
he’d better get on his horse, ride 
to Illinois and hire himself a 
good lawyer. 
"Well, the man got Father to 
go along. In Springfield, III., they 
were directed to a small law of­ 
fice. At first sight, the Spring­ 


field lawyer and Father burst out 
laughing. 
The 
lawyer 
seemed 
embarrassed and amused; Fath­ 
er said he stammered in bewild­ 
erment himself. 
"Both wore fit wing coats, chin 
whiskers, shaved upper lips and 
their dark hair receded from 
high foreheads. 
"The lawyer was Abe Lincoln. 


Ile listened to Mr. Atkinson’s 
case but said he couldn’t take it,” 
Pelly continued. Ile leaned over 
a bit: 
"The reason was, he already 
had taken the other side. 
"Well, Atkinson told us about 
it when he came home. Father 
was camera shy and so Mother 
never could get him to a photo­ 


grapher. Well, it wasn’t long be 
fore Lincoln became a great 
President and his pictures were 
spread far and wide. 
"Mother bought one, had it 
framed and hung it in a conspic­ 
uous 
spot. 
Kveryone 
thought 
Father had given in to a photo 
grapher and Mother let them 
think it.” 


The Rev. James Pelly was 
born in 1818 and died at 69 when 
a tree fell on him. Two sons still 
survive: John and Dr. II. J. Pel­ 
ly, 87-year old country physician 
of the village of Hanoverton. 
F.ven John himself bears a 
striking facial resemblance 
to 
Lincoln.

Hensely said Newark Airport is 
one of the oldest and safest in the 
country. He said that in a quarter 
of a century there had been only 
one fatality on the ground there un­ 
til the latter part of 1951. A non­ 
scheduled C-46 crashed at Eliza­ 
beth Dec. 16, killing all 56 aboard. 
On Jan. 22 an American Airlines 
Convair plunged into a building, 
killing 23 passengers and seven 
townspeople.

New Ohio Auto Tag Rulings Outlined 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 12—IJH—Here’s 
good news for owners of "person­ 
alized” automobile license plates: 
You’ll still be on the list for spe­ 
cial tags in 1953 when the state 
again begins issuing license plates. 
And, 
of course, 
your special 
plates now on your car are still 
good for all of 1952, as long as you 
get a windshield sticker the same 
as everyone else. 
That information came from the 
State Bureau of Motor Vehicles. 
The bureau said that if anyone 
loses one or both of his "personal­ 
ized” plates, he can get a re issue 
at $1 per plate. 


That’s better than the state will 
do for the driver with ordinary 
license plates. The bureau feels the 
man with ‘‘personalized” plates de­ 
serves the service because he had 
to pay more for his tags. 
If you lose a regular license 
plate, the state will sell you anoth­ 
er set—with a new number—for $1 
a plate. You have to get two plates 
even if you only lost one; other­ 
wise your plates wouldn’t match. 
The fee includes a new windshield 
sticker. 


How about the man who buys 
his first automobile in 1952? 
He is given two 1951 license 
plates and a 1952 windshield stick­ 
er. 
If one tag is to be legal in 1953, 
why can’t a car owner be allowed 
to operate with only one tag in 
1952?

Ridgway claimed that the Reds 
confiscated 29 of the boats and 
wrecked one He said 33 disap­ 
peared without a trace; one es­ 
caped and the other 114 eventu­ 
ally were released. 
He also accused the Russians 
of holding many of the fishermen 
captive.

He said on the 
same day the government clamped 
down on the amount of steel, cop­ 
per and aluminum and other ma­ 
terials used in building homes, the 
Signal Corps announced a $5 mil­ 
lion construction project at Fort 
Monmouth, N. J. This, he added, 
included a heating plant, auditor­ 
ium. conference room and a sound 
apparatus testing center. 
“ IT MAY V ER Y well be desir­ 
able for the Signal Corps to con­ 
centrate its research and develop­ 
ment center as it proposes,” Lyle 
said, “ but at the moment, and in 
the face of orders cutting down 
materials for homes it appears on 
the surface quite foolish to spend $5 
million and materials necessary for 
construction to build a 
heating 
plant, auditorium and conference 
room of that magnitude.” 
Lyle said the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission has “ expanded with a 
speed and recklessness which dis­ 
regards the cost. 
“ Because it is done under the 
cloak of secrecy I feel that mil­ 
lions have been foolishly and reck­ 
lessly spent which have added 
neither to the development of at­ 
omic energy or to the defense ot 
our country.”

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What Would Lincoln Do lf Living Today? 


Many of us 
«' ’ arc wondering what 
Abraham Lincoln would do if he were 
living and occupied a position of high 
authority today. 
How would Lincoln, the humble, honest 
God-fearing man, have faced the intri­ 
cate and complicated problems of the 
present? 
On this 143rd anniversary of Lincoln’s 
birth, we see a nation which he led through 
a tragic civil war, confronted by a crisis' 
which no one in his day could then fore­ 
see. 
There can be no question but that today 
ue face problems involving our nation’s 
future which offer 
a challenge to our 
courage and our willingness to do the un­ 
heroic things which our country’s need 
requires. We face a test of our own moral 
fibre. And before long we shall know 
whether we are worthy of the things our 
forefathers sought to do for us. 
The big question today is: Have we the 
courage to face our duty bravely and do 
what is required of us, or has the trend 
toward allowing other people, or our gov­ 
ernment, to handle our problems for us, 
weakened us to a degree that we are 
unfit to meet big issues and maybe suf­ 
fer some hardships in order to do what 
is right and honest? 
There are many people who wonder 
whether the demands of the present sit­ 
uation should be placed upon us—although 
they would 
not 
phrase 
their 
thought 
quite that way—or upon any people. No 
doubt all of tis wish that we could escape 
these burdens. Because we have these 
feelings of doubt, and of reluctance, a 
fragment that Lincoln wrote out—not for 
others to read but to put his taith into 
words for himself alone—may help us 
now. Here it is: 
“The will of God prevails. In 
great 
contests each party claims to act in ac­ 
cordance with the will of God. Both may 
be, and pne must be, wrong. God cannot 
be for and against the same thing at the 
same time. 
“In the present civil war it is quite 
possible that God’s purpose is something 
different from the purpose of either par­ 
ty; and yet the human instrumentalities, 
working just as they do, are the best 
adaptations to effect his purpose. I am 
almost ready to say that this is prob­ 


ably true; that God wills this contest and 
wills that it shall not end yet. By His 
mere great power on the minds of the 
now contestants, He could have either 
saved or destroyed the Union without a 
human contest. Yet the contest began. 
He could give the final victory to either 
side any day. Yet the contest proceeds.’’ 


Future Economy 
Those who scan the economic future of 
the United States are conscious of the 
fact that the economic boom has been 
all but unbroken for ll years, which is a 
long period when compared to the cycles 
which have waxed and waned in the past. 
The boom beginning in World War I 
lasted, with only a minor interruption in 
1920, for 15 years. If history repeats with 
exactitude, this one may have four or 
five more years to go. The main new fac­ 
tor is sweeping government control at 
basic economic points, including a bewil­ 
dering pace of government expenditure 
and a steady cheapening of the dollar to 
feed 
the 
inflationary 
spiral. 
Whether 
these have the potency to cancel out the 
ancient down-cycle will be 
revealed by 
experience.

Many people go 
to a doctor to have their pain re 
lieved, and the modern doctor is 
equipped to do this better than it 
was ever done before 
Some 
of 
the 
most 
important 
medical advances have been in re­ 
lieving the pa in of surgery. With 
modern anesthesia, 
the majority 
of people can go through 
most 
major operations with very little, 
if any, really severe pain 
Pain-relieving 
drugs 
are 
also 
available for injuries. Too often, 
however, the bystander over-esti 
mates the suffering of an injured 
person. The actual pain can be 
slight, even in a severe injury. In 
one study of badly wounded sol­ 
diers. it was found that only a 
quarter of these men were in se­ 
vere pain 


] Large Doses Not Advised 
Large 
doses 
of 
pain-relieving 
drugs are not advised if the pa­ 
tient is not actually in too great 
pain. In such cases, the drugs can 
bring on depression or a tendency 
toward 
addiction 
Of 
couse, 
if 
there is 
genuinely 
severe 
pain, 
drugs definitely should be given, 
but they should not be used in­ 
discriminately just because of se 
cere injury 
Of the many ways employed to 
eliminate pain. the best is to re­ 
move or correct its cause. Thus, 
the pain from a badly infected 
ingrown toenail is best relieved by 
correcting the ingrowing nail 


Nerve Block 
Sometimes 
however, it is nec­ 
essary to stop pain either with 
chemicals or surgery In a ‘‘nerve 
block,” 
the 
nerve carrying 
the 
pain may be blocked off by inject 
ing a local anesthetic 
This type 
of block is very effective in cer­ 
tain injuries, but can prove dan 


Serous unless done by a trained 
person 
A common practice in relieving 
pain is the use of drugs that m ake 
a person less sensitive to pain. 
This is called raising the pain tol­ 
erance. or threshold. The opiate 
drugs or their derivatives, such as 
morphine, act this way Every doc­ 
tor will tell you that these drugs 
must always be given with extreme 
care, and only to raise the pain 
tolerance to the right point, other­ 
wise, there is danger of creating 
an addiction to the drugs. 


Recent Method 
When there is fear that a n a r­ 
cotic drug will cause 
addiction, 
it is possible to inject a local a n ­ 
esthetic or alcohol directly into a 
vein. This is a recent method that 
has been very valuable in relieving 
pain. 
Drugs, such as curare, which 
stop muscle spasms, may be of 
help in reducing pain brought on 
by these spasms. Cobra venom 
has also relieved pain in certain 
conditions where no other drug was 
helpful 
Of course, all these drugs are 
only persons thoroughly familiar

Lincoln's Bequest to America 
B* G e o r s>e s o k o i s k y 


The moral value of com m em or­ 
ating the birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln, or of any great figure 
in history, is that a view of his 
tory can be taken from a new 
perspective. Of course, most of 
us never bother to do that. A 
celebration might bt' a holiday 
from work or double-time. 
It 
might be an au­

The

which should be 
a solemn day of 
I introspection has 
become a peak

on

our highways 
Yet, the birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln comes each year to re 
mind us that a nation can fall 
apart: it can whittle its strength 
away: it must go through the 
toils of a spiritual revolution 
it 
must suffer to restore itself. 
Lincoln was neither glamorous 
nor even popular. It was not easy 
for him 
to be elected or re­ 
elected. In the end, he was as­ 
sassinated. His oratory was cold 
ly logical and was. in his time, 
not regarded as in a class with 
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that of Daniel Webster, who had 
died only a decade before, or Ed­ 
ward Everett, who also spoke 
at Gettysburg. 
Yet, Lincoln has left a heri­ 
tage of thought and purpose, on 
so. high a level, that were the 
day of hts birth celebrated by 
reading from his speeches, proc­ 
lamations and letters, it could 
not but improve the attitude of 
our people toward our country 
In these days, the fourth di­ 
vorce of a movie queen seems 
to be more important than the 
operations of our government and 
our currency is depreciated with­ 
out protest. There was moral vi­ 
tality in our country when the 
corruption of the Harding ad­ 
ministration, 
once 
uncovered, 
aroused a nation to indignation 
and reduced tho stature of a 
president who 
failed 
to 
safe­ 
guard his nation’s honor to cor­ 
rect proportions. Today, a more 
widespread, a more baneful cor­ 
ruption is treated almost as a 
joke, the butt of the humor of 
radio 
and 
television 
gagsters, 
and the president revels in the 
correctness of his boast that the 
people will forget about it be­ 
fore election day if their pockets 
jingle inflated currency. 
A nation cannot live by fun 
nor will it stand monumental in 
a morass of immorality. Lincoln 
understood our peril when he 
said 
. .We have been the re­ 
cipients of the choicest bounties 
of heaven: we have been pre­ 
served these many 
yea^s 
in 
peace and prosperity; we have 
grown in numbers, wealth, and 
power as no other nation has 
ever grown. But we have for­ 
gotten God 
We have forgotten 
the gracious hand which 
pre 
served us in peace and multiplied 
and enriched and strengthened 
us. and we have vainly 
ima 
gined, in the deceitfulness of our 
hearts, that all these blessings 


were produced by some superior 
wisdom and virtue of our own. 
Intoxicated with unbroken suc­ 
cess, we have become too self- 
sufficient to feel the necessity of 
redeeming and preserving grace, 
too proud to pray to the God 
that made us. 
"It behooves us, then, to hum ­ 
ble ourselves before the offended 
power, to confess our national 
sins, and to pray for clemency 
and forgiveness.’ 
It is a curious phenomenon that 
at the time of the war between 
the states, both sides, the North 
and the South, were vitally con­ 
cerned over the proposition of 
the existence of the United States 
and what kind of a country it 
should be. Lee was as patriotic 
as Grant, and it is only fitting 
that recognition 
should 
finally 
have come of that fact at West 
Point where the portrait of Lee. 
wearing the grey uniform of the 
Confederacy, now 
hangs as a 
companion to a portrait of Grant. 
The men of that period were 
ready to lay down their lives over 
the nature of the United States. 
Lincoln went to war over the 
proposition that the union was 
indivisible, but he did not con 
tent that states were provinces of 
a highly centralized government 
He who fought to maintain the 
Constitution did not propose also 
to violate it. 
The question of states' rights 
never meant to Lincoln that the 
states were to be reduced from 
sovereignty to administrative cen 
ters, first corrupted by the fed 
eral government by money grants 
and then overwhelmed by federal 
officials. Lincoln was no carpet 
bagger, nor did he send carpet 
baggers to dominate the south 
That curse, from the results of 
which we are not yet free, came 
after he was assassinated and 
that monstrous politician, Thad 
deus Stevens, dominated the pol­ 
icy of our government

William T. 
Bean, principal of the Butler sen 
ior high school, Butler, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, toured some of France’s na 
tionalized industries. After going 
through an automobile plant near 
Paris 
he 
queried 
the 
manager 
about the company's objectives. 
“ We 
are 
concerned first 
of 
all," said the 
manager, 
“ with 
maintaining 
jobs 
for 
the em 
ployes.” Yet Dr, Bean found that 
wages of employees in this so­ 
cialized factory hadn’t increased 
since 1939. 


In this company which is oper­ 
ated prim arily for their 
benefit, 
the workers 
welfare had not im­ 
proved in 12 years. There had been 
no progress. 
The 
situation 
was 
stagnate. Why? Because wage and 
profit incentives had been abolish 
cd. So had competition. There was 
no incentive for the workers or the 
management to make a better auto 
at a lower price. Under Socialism 
wages are set on the basis of indi 
vidual need, not on the basis 
of 
efficiency or individual merit, or 
on production. Any “ profit” made 
goes into the treasury of the Wei 
fare State, not into the company’s 
treasury for improvements, wage 
increases, etc 
* 
* 
* 


“ FRO M EACH according to his 
ability; to each according to his 
need.” This is basic Socialism, the 
Welfare State economic philosophy 
ip a nutshell. In actual practice, 
the worker has no voice 
in the 
measurement of his “ ability” or 
his “ need.” He is ordered 
by 
a 
bureaucrat of the Labor Ministry 
to perform a certain job. The wag 
es are fixed by another 
bureau­ 
crat, or several. The size of the 
wage depends upon the bureau­ 
crats’ idea of the worker’s “ need. ’ 


It sounds almost unbelievable, 
doesn't it, that workers would sub­ 
mit themselves to such regimen­ 
tation, that such ridiculous meas 
ures could actually be in operation 
today in most of the nations of the 
world—-under Socialism or Commu­ 
nism0 They so obviously smother 
progress! 
They 
so 
dearly 
are 
against the best interest of the em­ 
ployes, the very people on whose 
behalf the Socialists cry so loudly! 
The Socialists have made their 
headway in many of the nations 
which they have taken over by cre­ 
ating resentment of the profit mo­ 
tive, or the profit system. 
They 
have convinced their followers that 
a profit system is against the best 
interest of the working people. 
Industries or corporations, they 
say, shouldn’t he permitted 
to 
“ profit on the labor of others.” 
But common sense and the simp­ 
le facts of history prove the im ­ 
portance of industrial profits to 
the progress and improving wel­ 
fare of employes. 
Industrial improvement and ex­ 
pansion, out of profits, is the life­ 
blood of Am erica’s economic pro­ 
gress. The real wage of the aver­ 


age American industrial employe 
—his purchasing power—has more 
than tripled in the last 50 years 
The improvement has been aver 
aging three per cent a year — in 
comparison to no increase in 12 
years for the French auto workers 
mentioned by Dr. Bean. The profit 
system has been 
responsible for 
this advancement. It is to the best 
interest of the worker to create 
understanding and respect for pro 
fits. 


The responsibility of the cm 
ployer to the employes 
requires 
that the employer make a profit 
It is not merely permissive, it is 
his duty to make a profit. He is 
not faithfully discharging his stew­ 
ardship responsibility if he 
does 
not make a profit. The sounder the 
business the better and more se 
cure is the employes’ welfare.
